The amendment filed on November 4, 2000 canceling all claims drawn to the originally presented invention is deemed non- 
responsive. 

Newly submitted claims 37-49 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the 
following reasons: claims 1-36 were directed to a therapeutic medicament system, with the newly presented claims directed to a container. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Applicants have received an action on the merits, fixing the restricted 
subject matter. Cancellation of the elected subject matter, to force examination of alternative subject matter is impermissible.
